ROOSEVELT 1S SCORED 
BY SOME REPUBLICANS 


Speaker Henderson’s Changed Atti- 
tude on Question Due to Influ- 
ence of the President—His 
Letter a Weapon for 
His Foes. 


The organization of the, board of po- 
lice commissioners for the next twelve 
months was effected last night by the 
reelection of Captain James W. English, 
chairman, and the election of Commis- 
sioner George E. Johnson, vice chairman, 
and Commissioner W. QO.

The ‘time of the senate today was de- 
voted almost exclusively to the discussion 
of the shipping bill, it being the desire 
of senators to conclude the general deé- 
bate and adjourn over until Monday, It 
has been agreed that the vote upon the 
measure shall be taken Monday afternoon. 
While the questioning by Senators Alli- 
son, Spooner and a few other republicans 
indicates -doubt In their minds as to the 
wisdom of or need .for this sort of leg- 
isiation, it is probable that all the repub- 


licans will vote for it. Certainly it will | 


have a good majority in the senate. Its 
fate in the house is not so certain, but 
Senators Frye and Hanna believe ft will 
pass the house at this session. 
Foraker Does Not Like Bill. 

The measure today was discussed by 
Mr. Foraker of Ohio, Mr. McLaurin of 
Mississippi, and Mr. 
Mr. Foraker supported the bill, although 
he admitted that he. would have pre- 
ferred to bulld up the American merchant 
marine by the levying of discriminating 
duties. He was willing, however, to de- 
fer to the judgment of the majority, that 
vr pending measure embodied the better 
plan. : 

While Mr. Foraker was discussing thg 
mail routes to be established under the 
pending bill, Mr. Bacon,. of Georgia, in- 
sisted that the measure should specify 
what routes should be established, that 
no such important--qrestion ‘should be 
left to the postmaéter general. : 

Mr. Foraker admftted that he - would 
prefer such a cours®, but Mr. Hanna sug- 
gested that the shipowners ought to have 
something ‘to say upon: that subject, as 


fit would not be jast to provide routes 


that could not be opefated at a profit. 
Mr. Foraker asserted ‘that the Interna- 
tional Navigation Company—the - Améri- 
can line+had madé,no money by -car- 
rying, the mails ends the podtal subaidy 


act and did not ca 
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Mr. McLaurin, .ofMiaaisal ppl, followed. 
Mr. Foraker. He was opposed not only to 
the bill, he said, but to the: prineiples it 
presented. Whatever.is given by the gov-: 
ernment as a subsidy, Mr. McLaurin 
charged. would simply be a eontribution 
to the dividends of those engaged in ship- 
ping instead of for the purpose of :en- 
couraging ship building fh this country. 
He said there had: been no decadence in 
ship building in the United States, all re- 
ports tending to show that that industry 
is now experiencing a boom such as it 
has not had in fifty years. He attacked 
the proposed United States Ship Boild- 
ing Company and called it a combination 
formed for the purpose of employing la- 
bor as economically as possible. 
Referring to his amendment, introduced 
recently, requiring the names of per- 
sons, firms and members of corporations. 
that would be benéfited by the bill to be 
made public, Mr. McLaurin said that the 
taxpayers from whom the subsidy must 
come should have an opportunity to know 
the individuals to whom their money is 
paid. Speaking of that portion of his 
amendment prohibiting senators and mem- 
bers’ from enjoying any of the benefits 
of the bil by reason of their intérest in 
shipping, he said that the necessity of 
eliminating one’s intereSt when it con- 
flicts with duty to the United States is 
apparent. He cited in support of his po- 
sition the’ charges against Ambassador 
Clayton and said that a government offi- 
cia] must not have. his duty on one side 
and his private interests on the other. 


Money of People Involved. 

In .conchrsion, Mr. McLaurin said he 
was as anxious as any republican senator 
to rehabilitate the American merchant 
marine. but he would rather not see the 
American flag float over our American 
merchant vessels than to see one stained 
with the taint of money which did not 
legitimately belong to its owners.

that Patrick wanted to see him. She 
burned Rice’s bed ‘linen in the kitchen 
stove after he had died, and ste’.found 
the stove clean. eCharles F. Jones had 
testified that he burned the chlorofotfm 
saturated towel with which Rice was 
killed in this stove. On her cross-exam- 
lination Mrs. Scott said Patrick told 
her when Rice’s body was taken, away 
for the autopsy that she was suspected of 
poisoning him, but she said it was Jones 
who warned her not to talk about the 
matter. 

Mrs. Isabelle Carpenter,.of Dunellen, N. 
J., a life long friend of Rice and his 
wife, said she once saw Patrick in Rice’s 
room. Rice handed Patrick a paper and 
told the witness he was very busy; then 
Patrick and Rice went into another 
room, where they talked for half an 
hour. She saw. Rice the day before he 
died. He was weak and ill.and cried 
when she put her arms about him. 

Court adjourned until Monday.

His Conduct in the Capture | 
of Aguinaldo Discussed in 
the Senate. 


RULES OF CIVILIZED WAR 
MAY HAVE BEEN.VIOLATED 


Some Senators Seem To Think Funs- 
ton Played the Spy—Discussion 
Grew Out of the Consid-_ 
eration of The Hague 
Convention. 


Washington, March 14--The, senate 
spent an hour in executive session today 
on the convention growing out of The 
Hasve peece conference relative to the 
conduct of war on land and sea, and 
finally ratified the agreement without a 
division. The discussion, turned. entirely 
on the conduct of the war.in. the Philip- 
pines, and related especially to General 
Funston’s'capture of Aguinaldo. 

Senator Beller inquired whether if this 
treaty had been in force at the time the 
method of Aguinaldo’s capture could have 
been regular, but merely to secure the 
opinion of senators who had given aiten- 
tion to the treaty. and who also were 
familiar with the details of Aguinaldo’s 
capture. 

Senator Burton replied.to the inquiry, 
speaking especially for General Funston, 
and said that he was surégthe proceed- 
ing on the general's part had been hot 
only humane, but that it had been in 
accordsanre with the rules of . civilized 
warfare. It was true, he said, that Gen- 
¢ral Funston and his force had acted 
somewhat in the capacity of spies, but 
what they had done had been in thé line 
of honorable warfare. 

Senator Hoar also spoke at some length 
regarding this provision in the treaty. 
He referred to Aguinaldo’s capture, and 
said that he believed the adoption of the 
treaty would have a tendency ‘toward 
elevating the conduct of modern warfare. 

Some of the members of the committce 
on foreign relations said briefly that the 
ratification of the treaty would place this 
country in accord with a highest thought 
of the times, and expressed the hope that 
the treaty would receive the unanimous 
support of the senate. Those who raised 
questions apropos of the discussion dis- 
claimed any intefttion to prevent favor- 
able action, ; 

The countries part? to the treaty are 
Germany, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Spain, the United States, Mexico, France, 
Great Britain, Greece, Italy, Japan, Lux- 
emburg, Montenegro, Netherlands, Persia, 
Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Servia, 
Spain, Sweden and Norway. Turkey and 
Bulgaria. The provisions of the treaty 
vre birding only-on the contracting pow- 
ers tn cese of war between two or more 
of them, and cease to‘ be-binding. when 
a noncontracting power’ joins. either of 
the belligerents.

Companies Declare They Will Not

AVANT TELLS ABOUT CAR KILL- 
ING THE BAKER CHILD. 


Says Mrs. Baker and Child Were on 
Wrong Side of Track—Child Ran 
in Front of Car. 


Savannah, Ga., March 14.—(Epecial.)— 
Thomas L. Avant, who came to Savan- 
nah from Macon, was on trial in the su- 
perior court today for having run over 
end killed the 6-year-old son of E. M. 
Beker a few months xgo. Avant was 
motorman on a street car. He was placed 
under a bond of $10,000 and was to have 
appeared on March 4 to be tried for in- 
voluntary manslaughter. He failed to 
show up and his bond was estreated, but 
it developed that he was ill in Charles- 
ton at the time. > 

E. M. Baker, the father of the child, 
told the story of the accident. He said 
that on Augtst 15, 1901, he was standing 
on the corner of West Broad and Bryan 
streets, when he heard a car stop. Im- 
mediately after this he heard a scream. 
He looked and saw hi!s wife pointing at 
the car. He did not know what had hap- 
pened, but running to the car, he found 
his boy rolled up like a bundle of rags 
under the wheels. The motorman, he 
said, was sittirg on the front seat of the 
car and the conductor was perched on 
the rear railing with his arms crossed. 
He testified that neither rendered him 
any assistance in extracting his child. 

“I pulled my boy out as best I could,” 
said he, ‘thinking there might be a spark 
of life left, and tcok him into the store 
and laid him on the counter, but he was 
dead.’”’ 

“How far had the car gone after it 
etruck the child?” counsel asked. 

‘Forty-one feet, by actual measure- 
ment,’’ he answered. 

“When I saw the lady dnd the children 
standing by the side of the track I was 
within about 20 feet of them. Il was run- 
ning not more than 5 miles an hour, if 
that. I at first thought they wanted to 
get on, but I knew they were on the 
wrong side. When I got within 2 or 3 
feet of them tige ittle child ran in front 
of the car. It was all a blur; I could not 
teli whether it was a boy ora girl. 1 ap- 
plied my brakes and reversed my current 
as fast as 1 could. I did not ring the 
gong then—it was too late—but 1 had 
rung it eight or ten times just before 
that. When I struck the child 1 knew an 
accident had happened. The running 
beard struck the lady. If it had been a 
closed car I would have killed two in- 
stead of one. My car did not go over 30 
feet after I hit the child, Il am sure. 

“That ig my statement, gentlemen, and 
i? I thought for one moment I had care- 
lessly killed that child I would go down 
to the river and throw myself in.”’

MANY WOMEN ATTEND 
ELIZABETH CITY TRIAL. 


Doctors Testify That the Young 
Woman Was Unconscious When 
She Was Placed in River. 
Bruises on Her 
Head. 


Elizabeth City, N. C., March 14.—The 
taking of testimony in the case of James 
Wilcox, charged with the murder of, Miss 
Nellie Cropsey, was begun today Coro- 
ner Fearing, the first witness, described 
the autopsy he, together with Drs. Wood 
and McMullan, performed on the body of 
Miss Cropsey. They found clotted blood 
about the base of the brain, also a bruise 
on the left temple. There was no evi- 
dence of the murdered girl having been 
criminally assaulted. 

Coroner Fearing testified that the body 
was found in tthe Pasquotank river, about 
5 yards in front of the Cropsey residence. 
He examined the body. The clothing 
was intact. The legs were limp and 
dangling in the water and there was no 
water in the lungs or stomach. There 
was a contusion on the left temple and 
the blow that caused it would have occa- 
sioned unconsciousness for at least a 
half hour. The absence of water from 
lungs and stomach combined with other 
facts, he said, was evidence that Nellie 
Cropsey was put in the water in an un- 
conscious state. Cross-examination did 
not cause any change in his testimony. 
Dr. Fearing was the only witnesses ex- 
amined today. 

The Misses Sadie and Annie Wilcox took 
seats by their brother this afternoon. 
Andrew Cropsey arrived this forenoon. 
Crowds continue to attend the trial and 
the number of women in attendance in- 
creases perceptibly.

They have received some valuable infor- 
mation along this line from M. Fugazzi, 
of Cincinnati, one of the largest fruft 
growers in the country.

Convention of Fruit Growers and En- 
tomologists at Macon. 

Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Fruit Growers’ Association and 
the state board of entomology met today 
at the Hotel Lanier at 11 o'clock. . The 
former body was first called to orde#® by 
its president, Colonel Dudley M. H ghes, 
of Danville. F. W. Hazlehurst was sec- 
retary. Quite a number of fruit grow- 
ers were present. Among the members 
of the board of entomology were Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Stevens, State 
Entomologist Fiske, P. J. Berckmanns, 
of Augusta, president of the Horticultu- 
ral Society and the president of the 
Georgia Fruit Growers’ Association. Com- 
missioners Stevens explained the object 
of the state board of entomology and 
stated the good it had accomplished in 
the protection of fruit. He submitted a 
pamphlet that treated of the San Jose 
scale and the results obtained from ex- 
periments. Entomologist Scott discuss- 
ed the scale at considerable length and 
told of his experience in his efforts to 
exterminate the scale’ Mr. Hammock 
spoke interestingly of the scale, as did 
Colone! John M. Stubbs, George B. Jew- 
ett, Mr. Matthews, Dr. Wright and others. 
.There was considerable talk of the brown 
rot and the difficulty had in keeping it 
down. 

The question of freight rates, refrigera- 
tion arid the best methods of marketing 
the fruit was discussed at length. Rep- 
resentatives of railroads, crate factories, 
etc., were present.

They will be rolls of honor only when 
they distribute from the people's treas- 
‘Urv the stipends that will help the 
real invalid soluiers to sustain life and 
pass their last days in the tender min- 
igtries of a grateful commonwealth. 


The Regulation of Nominations. 

The regulation of primary elections 
is being agitated in many of the states 
of the union. The legislature of Mis- 
Sissippi has just passed a law making 
radical changes in the method of 
conducting primary elections and nom- 
inating candidates for office in that 
state. Bills to effect like purposes are 
now pending in the Massachusetts and 
New York legislatures. Minnesota has 
put upon her statute books one of the 
best laws of the kind that has been 


pa £ r 
adopted anywhere. 
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Pe ae aimed at in all this leg- 
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election purposes, regulating how 
county. and state executive commit- 
tees shall be chosen and defining their 
election powers, devolving the ex- 
penses of sueh primary elections upon 
the county funds instead of the candi- 
dates, and defining the qualifications 
of voters as to length of known party 
affiliation and compliance with the 


qualifications required to vote in reg- 


ular elections. 

There are many cogent and satis- 
factory .reasons given for these re- 
forms in the manner of conducting 
primary elections and the movement 
for their adoption is spreading from 
state to state with certain and success- 
ful strength. Here in the south, where 
in most counties. and states a nomina- 
tion in a democratic primary is equiv- 
alent to:election at the regular polling 
the argument in favorof sa‘*e-guarding 
primary elections to make tz }m‘abso- 
lutely fair and free expressions of the 
popular will of the party is conclusive. 

Among democrats, for instance, in 
any county, or in the state, there 
should be permitted no room to ques- 
tion the exact fairness of the conduct 
and results of a primary election. If 
there are opposing candidates, or fac- 
tions, within the party, let them fight 
out their differences and argue their 
claims and fitness before the electors, 
but let the primary election be untaint- 
ed with any suspicion of ring advan- 
tage or unfair methods. Then the ver- 
dict will be accepted as the free and 
just judgment of the party at large 
and the election afterwards will ratify 
it by the united and cordial vote of the 
party. 

Any failure to consistently obtain 
such desirable results from the prima- 
ries will eventually lead to party divi- 
sions, bolts and independent move- 
ments that will embroil the party and 
menace our communities again with 
the balance of power that may be held 
in the hands of corruptible white elec- 
tors and purchasable negro voters. 
Any reform of nominating methods 
that will prevent a recurrence to those 
things is both necessary and desite, 
ble,

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Reorganizing the Monetary System. 
As agreed upon by the republican 
members of the banking and currency 
committee of the national house of 
representatives, the proposed new cur- 
rency bill contains many provisions 
which are likely to call forth serious 
discussion. Emanating from the re- 
publican side of the house, it will no 
doubt eventually be enacted into law 
and put upon the statute books, but 
before this time arrives it may possi-. 
{bly undergo various modifications and 
amendments, as strong opposition to 
the measure has been developed, not 
only on the part of the democrats, but 
also in the ranks of the dominant 
party in congress. The proposed new 
currency bill undertakes to reorganize 
the monetary system of the country on 
the general plan outlined as follows: 

By the national banks assuming to re- 
deem currently $130,000,000 of United States 
notes, 

By permitting national banks to issue 
under proper safeguards and during a 
term of seven years asset currency pro- 
portioned to their capital. 

hog? limiting issues of silver cemiiicates 

to $5 or less. 

By increasing the coinage of subsidiary 
coins. 

By providing for the exchange of gold 
for silver. 

By permitting national banks to have 
places of business in any part of the 
United States, colonies and foreign coun- 
tries. 

By requiring national banks to pay in- 
terest at the rate of 1 per cent per annum 
on all deposits of public money. 

Numerous measures’ looking toward 
the reorganization of the monetary 
system of the government have been 
introduced in congress during. the 
present session, but none of them have 
measured fully up to the requirements 
of the banking and currency commit- 
tee. and the bill above outlined has 
been pieced together with what is 
claimed to be the best features of the 
various measures now pending. Sec- 
retary Gage is credited with most of 


the ideas incorporated in the bill. 


Is Great Britain To Be Americanized? 
Time brings about many wonderful 
changes in the careers of nations as 
well as in the lives of individuals, and 
the: truth of this famitiar aphorism is 
strikingly reinforced by the attitude 
which Great Britain has lately assum- 
ed toward us. Not satisfied with pay- 
ing tribute to our industrial and com- 
mercial supremacy, she now makes 
obeisance to our prestige in the art 
of war, and on the assumption that 
imitation is the sincerest form of flat- 
tery we are forced to acknowledge the 
genuineness of the compliment. 

In compiling the new regulations for 
the British army, Mr. Brodrick, the 
war secretary of the present adminis- 
tration, has reproduced in nearly every 
essential particular the rules of discip- 
line employed in the United States 
army, and many of the chapters of the 
book on military tactics have been 
adopted without verbal modification 
or amendment. This action on the 
part of the war secretary is doubtless 
the outgrowth of an existing popular 
sentiment in Great Britain to the ef- 
fect that the American soldier is the 
best fighter on the globe today. Until 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war such an idea was not very gener- 
ally entertained, for the simple reason 
that many years had elapsed since the 
time of the American revolution and 
the recollection of how the American 
soldier fought during the eighteenth 
century had become obscured by the 
contemplation of other things; but 
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‘ig still doing business at the old stand. 
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sult of the Spanish-American war the 
mind of the British public became 
strikingly clear upon the subject, and 
now for the purpose of insuring future 
victories it seems that the American 
soldier is to be adopted as the pat- 
tern for the British soldier to imitate. 

Thus it seems that the talk of which 
we have heard so much of late about 
America’s being Angliicized is merely 
the chaff of an idle sentimentality and 
that so far from anything of-this kind 
being true, it is decidedly more in line 
with the probabilities that Great 
Britain will eventually be American- 
ized. unless the signs of the times are 
clearly misleading us. In this connec- 
tion it may be well for our readers to 
consult Mr. Stead’s latest work on 
“The Americanization of the Globe.” 
Perhaps it will give them some fresh 
food for thought.

When we considér how general has 
become the use of incandescent lights 
and trolley cars throughout the length 
and breadth of this country, and how 
dependent we are upon them at the 
present time, it is difficult to realize 
that less than three decades ago there 
were no such things in existence.

On the contrary, elec- 
trical energy has been harnessed in 
various other ways and made to per- 
form many. other wonders equally as 
great. We are not in possession of 
statistics for the country at large, but 
for the south the latest reports show 
that the total amount of capial em- 
ployed in the electric lighting indus- 
try aggregates $75,000,000, while the 
capitalization of the various electric 
railway systems aggregates $150,000,- 
000.

BUILT IN ALABAMA SHOPS. 


One Company Has Six Thousand Cars 
to Build—Average $800 to 
the Car. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 14.—(Special.) 
The opening of the spring. season finds 
this district if a wonderfully satisfactory 
commercial énd industrial condition. In 
fact, such activity has never been known 
here. 

To meet the d2mand already upon them 
and that anticipated, the railroads have 
placed orders for cars with the Southern 
Car and Fovndry Company, for delivery 
this year, umounting to $6,000,000. The 
work will be done at its plants at Gads- 
den, Anniston and Memphis.

JONES IN A JOINT DBBATE 


Arkansas Senator Meets Governor 
Davis at Forest City. 


DISCUSSION VERY WARM ONE 


Davis Charges Jones with Connection 
with a Trust—Senator Denied 
Being a Member. 


Forest City, Ark., March 14.—United 
States Senator James K. Jones, who is a 
candidate for reelection, met in debate 
here this morning Governor Jefferson 
Davis, whg is advocating tle election of 
ex-Governor J. P. Clark to succeed Jones. 
A large crowd greeted the speakers and 
were treated to a lively discussion. Gov- 
ernor Davis spoke: first and attacked 
Senator Jones for his connection with the 
alleged round bale cotton trust and urged 
the democrats of Arkansas to retire the 
senator to private Hfe. He asked tnose 
in the audience who were wearing Jones 
buttons to look on the back of them and 
seo the imprint of a factory in New Jer- 
sey, which state the governor called the 
‘‘home of trusts.”’ 

Senator Jores defended his connection 
with the round bale interests and quoted 
William J. Bryan’s declaration that he 
had investigated and found that Senator 
Jcnes’ company was not a trust. He ar- 
gued that as both ex-Governor Clark 
and Governor Davis were delegates on 
the Kansas City convention they should 
have brought up the trust issue against 
Tim then and protested against his re- 
eiection as democratic national chairman. 
Senator Jones answered at iength the 
charges made concerning his bankruptcy 
proceedings in 1868. He declared the 
charges against him were of republican 
origin. 

Governor Davis had the closing speech 
and announced that he expected to “camp 
on the senator’s trail’ until the democratic 
primary elections on March 29. The dis- 
cussion was spirited at times. 


GEORGIANS AT CHATTANOOGA 


SOCIETY HELD ITS ANNUAL RE- 
CEPTION THERE LAST NIGHT. 


Occasion—His Tribute to Geor- 
gia and Her Sons. 


Chattarooga, Tenn., March 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The annual reception of the Geor- 
gia Society of Chattanooga was held to- 
night. The orator of the occasion was 
Colonel Napier, of Atlanta. His oration 
was eloquent and was heartily applauded. 
In opening Colonel Napier said: 

“There is a tradition down my way that 
but for the tipsiness of the survivor who 
ran the line between Georgia and Tennes- 
see Chattanooga would have been a Geor- 
gia city. But we will let that pass, as the 
mistake, if really made, is largely com- 
pensated for by the existence of the 
Georgia Society of Chattancoga.’’ 

The speaker then dwelt at length upon 
the notable periods of Georgia history, 
paying eloquent tribute to the state. and 
its people. Coming to the civil war period 
he said: 

“The mighty combat of' the armg in the 
sixties closed that’ beautiful chapter in 
our state's history. To defend tkeir homes 
and their inalienable rights as a sov- 
ereign state the Georgians engaged in 
that strugle whose din was heard around 
the world.” 

EAoquent trfbutes were paid Alexander 
H. Stephens and generals furnished by 
Georgia. Captain Kell, executive officer 
of the Alabama, was panegyrized. To Sid- 
ney Lanier, Joseph E. Brown and Ben- 
jamin H. Hill grateful tributes were paid. 
Of Grady he said: 

‘Georgia has furnished the truest ex- 
ponent of the new south. Only a few 
years since he xrtood on the rock on which 
the pilgrim fathers first set foot upon 
landing in the new world... From that 
bleak spot his eloquence penetrated every 
nook in the union. He upheld the rizht- 
fulness of his state, and of the south, in 
all they had done, but he pleaded for mu- 
tual forbearance and toleration by both 
segtions and he pictured the new south 
with the mind of the prophet. Dating 
from the hour of that speech a fatal ill- 
ness seized him and thus was he stricken 
in the flower of his manhood. But his 
words live after him. In one of the prin- 
cipal stre¢ts of the wonderful city in 
which he displayed his talent most con- 
spicuously there stands a monument to 
his memory and passers by look up into 
the benign face (for so it appears even in 
unyielding bronze) of one of Georgia’s 
most gifted sons—journalist, orator, gen- 
tleman cf a heart of gold, who died 
literally lovirg a nation into peace—Henry 
W. Grady.” { 

In concluding ‘the said: 

‘Well may we be proud that we hada 
our nativity in this great state; great in 
history, achievement and valorous deeds: 
gicrious in war and peace, and worthy 
to be praised in the strength of her man- 
hood and the virtue and beauty of her 
womanhood—Georgta, the queen of Dixie 
land, the imperial state of the south.”

SENSATIONAL CASE HEARD 


Cattle Dealers Claimed To Have Lost 
Money by Robbery. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 14.—(Special.) 
A sensational case was decided by Judge 
McConnell here today. Sam K. Robert- 
son, a prominent cattle dealer of Se- 
quachee county, Tennessee, in November, 
1899, went to Cincinnati with ten car 
loads of cattle which he sold for $10,000.

Savannah, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
Edward Field, of Rhode Island, arrived 
in Savannah this morning and at once 
began making inquirtes regarding the re- 
mains of General Nathaniel Greene. Mr. 
Field represents Governor Kimball and 
the fegislature of Rhode Island, being 
secretary of the legislative committee 
that was named to look into the matter 
of the reinterment of the remains of 
Gengral Greene. He was sent here to 
secure all possible information and make 
a complete report to the committed. This 
he will do in as short a time as possible. 
Tonight he met with the committee that 
is arranging for the reinterment of the 
remains beneath the Greene monument 
in Savanngh and on next Monday night 
he will meet again with this committee. 
In the meantime he will secure affidavits 
and all the evidence he can to prove, be- 
yond all peradventure, that the remains 
found by Colonel Asa Bird Gardiner, 
president of the Rhode Island Cincinnati, 
were really those of Greene.

Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Dupont Guefry returned to Macon today 
from Dawson, where he has been en- 
gaged in a law case. When asked for a 
statement this morning concerning the 
published reports of the past few days 
as to tHe attitude of Hon. R. L. Berner 
with reference to the “famous Frank 
Potts telegram,” he said that he would 
‘be unable to take that matter up today, 
but that tomorrow he would furnish a 
statement in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Guerry, it was learned, has received 
two letters from Mr. Berner.: One of 
these letters is the one referred to in pub- 
lications in all of the daily newspapers 
of ffe state the past few days, but it Is 
understood that if the contents of that 
letter were made public, it would not be 
recognized as the letter the reports have 
referred to. In fact, it is understood 
that the letter does not contain a de- 
mand or a threat, as the newspapers have 
reported. o 

While. Mr. Guerry refused, In justice 
to Mr. Berner, to give out the contents 
of either letter, it is understood that 
the second letter contains a denial from 
Mr. Berner that he made statements as 
to demands and threats in connection 
with his first letter. 

Mr. Guerry promises to make a public 
statement in connection with this newly 
developed feature of the campaign to- 
morrow, and if this statement is like 
othérs Mr. Guerry has made in connec-.

Police Board to Put Lewis 
Ordinance Into Ef- 
fect. 


CITIZENS MAY MEET TO 
SELECT THEIR OFFICERS 


Three Citizens Will Be Selected in 
Every Ward To Assist Paid 
Guardians in Preserving 
the Peace of the 


City. 


Twenty-one citizens of Atlanta are to 
assist the police in the preservation of 
law and order. For this service they 


will receive no pay. 

The board of police commissioners de- 
cided last night to at once put into effect 
the ordinance recently passed by councit, 
known as the Lewis ordinance, which 
provides for the appointment of three 
citizen policemen from each ward of the 
city. 

The citizens who are selected for these 
positions will be clothed with full police 
authority and when necessity demands 
will be able to perform any duty of a 
regular member of the force. 
|. Each man who ts selected as a member 
of this citizen police will have to bé 
recommended by five citizens of his ward. 
It is hoped that from the first this new 
adjunct to the city’s police may be com- 
posed of the best and most patriotic of 
Atlanta’s citizens. 

At the meeting last night Chairman 
English stated that positions in this de- 
partment of the police service should not 
be sought amd it is hoped by the board 
that only such men will be put on as 
are urged for the place by heir fellow- 
citizens. 

It is the wish of the board to select 
only those who wish to serve the city and 
if the board can carry out its wisfies no 
nian who under a cloak of patriotism is 
trying to serve his own interests will be 
allowed to be one of what it is hoped 
will be known as the honored twenty-one. 

Although the board only decided last 
night to put the ordinance into effect, 
two applications, one from the third ward 
and one from the sixth, have already been 
received by Chief Ball. . 

Steps will be taken immediately by the 
beard and Chief Ball to organize this 
citizen police. It is possible that the 
citizens of the different wards will be 
called® upon to hold meetings to decide 
upon their candidates for places on this 
force. 

Resolution Is Withdrawn. 

Chairman English introduce@é a resdlu- 
tion, providing that all pérsons elected 
to the department must receive four votes 
of the board. Considerable opposition was 


draiwn. 

On motion of Commisstoner Jones, Chief 
Ball was instructed to order in all of the 
supernumeraries who are, at present do- 
ing other work under leaves of absence. 
Under the motion they must report with- 
in three days or consider their position 
forfeited. 

The petition of Police Hollis for fif- 
tcen days’ time while off duty on ac- 
count of injuries received by slipping on 
ice, was allowed. A petition from the 
signal operators for the restoration of 
their salary from $40 to $50 was ‘aid on 
the table. The resignathon of Policeman 
M. L. Petty; who has been appginted 
night watchman at the federal prison, 
was accepted. 

The monthly report of Chief Ball was 
read and showed the department to be in 
gcod condition. The chief gave special 
mention to several officers for gcod work. 
At the request of Chairrian English that 
pcrtion of the report was ordered copied 
and spread on the minutes. He said it 
was time the board was showing its ap- 
preciation of the work of the men.

“T believe that a majority of this board 
is in favor of the Lester Furnace Com- 
pany’s bid for sweeping the streets of 
Atlanta. The minority, who oppose the 
bid, we feel to hold such views as to 
make a perfect understanding !mpossi- 
ble. Under the circumstances we could 
not afford to accept the contract unless

en feel sure that this bid has not been 
fully understood. 

“For the first time in my life, on last 
Monday, I found that the mayor and 
I were on opposite sides of a question. 
He was opposed to the city letting the 
contract, and while I thought he was 
wrong we differed honestly. On the fol- 
lowing day Mr. Lester and I called on 
Mayor Mims and laid our position before 
him. We tried to convince him to our 
way of thinking, but he had made up his 
mind to the other side. The conversation 
was of the most frank and friendly kind. 
When it was seen that there was no op- 
portunity of our reaching an agreement, 
we stated that we would withdraw the 
proposal. Mayor Mims told us frankly 
that while he opposed the bid he did not 
wish to be placed in the attitude of caus- 
ing a withdrawal. Finally, however, he 
agreed to the matter, taking that direc- 
tion, and the bid was then and there 
withdrawn to all interests and purposes, 

“I now ask that we be allowed to with- 


draw our bid or to lay it on the table.’’ 

Mayor Mims then briefly explained his 
position in the conference alluded to. 

Dr. Bizzell moved that the street ¢clean- 
ing committee be authorized to advertise 
for bids for the contract for a period 
of thirty days. This would give the board 
the benefit of a good deal of valuable fn- 
formation concerning the subject. 

Before the motion was put, Mayor 
Mims again spoke. He said that in his 
recent remarks concerning the condition 
of Atlanta’s streets he did not mean to 
imply that there was any blame to be 
attached to the board of health or the 
sanitary department. Now that the mat- 
ter was finally disposed of he said it was 
time for the board and the department 
to get down to work and demonstrate 
that the streets could be kept as clean 
as by contract. If machinery was needed 
to keep the streets clean the department 
ought to buy it. If it cost $6,000 the 
board ought to go ahead and buy it ([f 
it exhausted the appropriation. If at the 
end of a sufficient trial, it was found im- 
possible to keep the streets clean, It 
would then be time to think of some other 
proposition. 

Mr. Carter, referring to the proposal 
to advertise for bids, said that he agreed 
with Mayor Mims and thought it would 
be time enough to think of that after 
a trial of five or six months. ‘ 

Dr. Jarnagin stated that he was still 
of the same opinion in regard to the bid. 
He thought the board had made a mis- 
take, but that now the matter was fin- 
ally settled, he hoped the BGard would 
get together once more and get down 
to work. 

“Let us do everything in our power 
to keep the chief and to give the de- 
partment a fair trial. If we fall, let’s 
quit. Personally I’m _ tired of being 
‘cussed’ at,’’ said Dr. Jarnagin. 

Concluding, he said he was sorry that 
a misconstruction had been placed on 
his remarks about Chief Hope at the last 
meeting of the bodrd. He said that he 
had not intend2d to administer a rebuke 
to Chief Hope. 


Will Change Stable. 


After the withdrawal of the Tester bid 
and the Bizzell resolution, Dr. Bizzell 
moved that the matter of locating the 
city stable be referred to a committee 
with a request that it examine the 
stable at the corner of Hunter and For-~ 
syth streets with a view to using it as 
temporary quarters until the new stables 
could be built. The purchasing commit- 
tee was also instructed to report at the 
next meeting of the board on the cost 
of machinery and eduipment for the de- 
partment. 

From the present outlook it would seem 
that the question of farming out the con- 
tract for street cleaning is not likely 
to-be revived.

Commission 
houses were executing fair buying orders early, 
shorts became uneasy and covered. The Illi- 
hois crop report, showing a condition of 76, 
against 92 for April a year ago, was not con- 
sidered bullishly, as the authorities stated 
there was no complaint of winter killing, and 
the roots seemed strong and the plant in good 
color. The market was fairly active and 
showed a fair amount of strength up to noon. 
The coarse grains aided materially in the sit- 
uation, but Jate, when statistical journals an- 
nounced the western condition favorable in 
the extreme, heavy selling set in.

letter from Secretary Martin to General 
Clement A. Evans says the Georgia tents 
will be pitched next to those of the Texas 
delegation. 

The following are extracts from a cir- 
cular giving information with reference 
to the reunion, sent out by President C. 
C. Slaughter, ef the Texas Reunion As- 
sociation: 

“We will establish an encampment at 
our fair grounds, where the reunion will 
be held, in the edge of the chty, where, 
in tents and buildings on the grounds, 
we will lodge, and also feed, free of cost, 
every confederate soldier, whether rich 
or poor, who will go there. The reunion 
will open at 10 o’clock on the morning of 
April 22 and will close at 4 o’clock on the 


afternoon of April 2.

report next July. 

At a meeting of the committee held 
yesterday afternoon, the first session that 
has been held in many weeks, several 
radical changes were suggested in the 
fofmal interchange of ideas which 
took place. 

None of the ¥arious subcommittees were 
ready with Treports, but from the re- 
marks made it would appear that several 
of them have given—the matter under 
their direction a considerable amount of 
study. ‘ 

Among other questions discussed, the 
subject of city boards of control. came 
in for greatest attention. In this con- 
nection E. W. Martin, chairman of the 
committee on sewers and drains, said 
that his committee had had its atten- 
~ tion called particularly to the board of 
health and to the city engineer. He 
thought that members of the board of 
health ought first to be nominated by 


cil. The terms of Office ought to vary— 
one-third should be elected for two years, 
one-third for four years and one-third 
for six years. 

Fulton Colville advocated the abolition 
Of boards and the substitution of com- 
missioners to contro] the various city de- 
partments, the commissioners to be ap- 
pointed py the mayor. 

Captain English said that he did not 
think the abolishment of city boards 
would be wise. However, he strongly 
favored the proposal that the mayor 
should nominate all candidates and that 
they should be elected by a three-fourths 
vote of the council. 

Question of Wards. 

Chairman George Hillyer said that 
one of the most important things to his 
mind was an increase in the number 
of wards. He thought the city ought 
to have at least twelve wards, with from 
three to ffive councilmen from each 
ward and a board of aldermen composed 
of three men. He thought that council- 
men should be elected by the wards 
they represented. He thought that all 
boards should be restricted to a member- 
ship of three. 

Referring to the question of election 
by three-quarters of council, Green Dodd

Jury Finds the Negro Guilty 
After Remaining Out for 
Nearly 24 Hours. 


SENTENCE WILL BE 
ANNOUNCED ON MONDAY 


On the First Ballot Ten, Ygere for 
Conviction and Two for Acquit- 
tal—Negro Preacher Now 
on Trial for Violating 
the Postal Laws. 


Had the Alexander jury waited eighteen 
minutes more before announcing that a 
verdict had been reached that body of 
twelve men would have been out. twenty 
hours. — os, 

With a*verdict of guilty the jury, weary, 
worn and tired filed into the court room 
yesterday afternoon:just before 2 o’clock. 

All morning a decided interest wai 
manifested throughout the city in the 
casé. It was known generally that the 
jury had been unable to agree Wednes- 
day afternoon and night, and the tele- 
phones in the government building alone 
showed an unusual interest in the case. 
Immediately upon the announcement that 
the jury had agreed Judge Newman sus- 
pended ‘tthe Davis case. Then the verdict 
was read. Alexander looked upon the {u- 
rors as the words which cut. off his lMb- 
erty were being uttered. There was not 
the slightest emotion shown by the de- 
fendant, and éven after Judge Newman 
had dismissed the jury with his thanks 
Alexander remained on his feet appa- 
rently waiting for the sentence. Judge 
Newman later in the day announced that 
he would pass sentence upon Alexander 
Monday morning next. The penalty for 
the offense of which Alexander has been 
convicted is a period {in the federal pen- 
itentiary with'‘a fine or without a fine, 
as the judge deems proper. The mini- 
mum term is one year. while the minfi- 
mum fine is $1,000. The longest term 
under the act is five vears and the lgrgest 
fine possible is $5,000. The judge can 
make any combination out of these fig- 
ures he desires. 

Immediately after reaching the jury 
room Wednesday afternoon the jury 
agreed not to divulge anything that might 
transpire behind the closed doors, assert- 
ing ftMat the only thing in which the 
public was interested was the result, 
and that the verdict itself would show 
that result. Then a ballot was ‘taken. 
It was the first, last and only ballot. It 
showed ten for a conviction and two for 
an acquittal. Then the members of the 
jurors began discussing the case in an 
informal manner. Long before the body 
informed Judge -Newman: that it could 
not agree and quite a time before it was 
sent to the Kimball house for t¥é night 
one of the two desiring an acquitta] join- 
ed the majority and then it was ‘eleven 
to one. About noon yesterday the lone 
man showed signs of weakening and then 
it was that the other eleven got in their 
work. Finally, just before 2 o’clock. that 
juror gave in and Alexander’s fate was 
sealed. 


Negro Preacher on. Trial. 

J. B. Davis, the negro minister who is 
charged with having violated the postal 
laws, entered a plea of not guilty when 
Tts case was called in the United States 
court yesterday morning. Both scMes 
were ready for the trial. and within a 
few minutes a jury had been secured and 
the witnesses had qualified. 

In the: bill of indictment it ts alleged 
that Davis forged a name to a money 
order and obtained the amount of money 
for which the order called; the coin hav- 
ing passed over the counter of the money 
order department at the Atlanta post- 
office. A few months subsequent. to the 
cashing of the mor:ey order the postal de- 
partment was advised of the loss of $19 
sustained by J. B. Davis. of Georgetown. 
Ky. In the complaint it was shown that 
about the middle of April. 1896, Albert 
Vaughn, of Georgetown, Ky., had sent 
to J. B. Davis, a stockman of Kentucky, 
then at work in Atlanta. a postoffice or- 
der for $10. The matter was placed in the 
ands of Postoffice Inspector Rossen, who 
was not long in ascertaining that a post- 
office order similar to the one sent from 
Kentucky had been cashed. It was easy 
work to trace the cashing of the order to 
the negro preacher. 

The negro preacher asserted that he had 
in no way violated the law. He declared 
that a negro named Scott owed him $10, 
and that when he found a money order 
for that amount in the envelope he 
thought it was from Scott. liquidating 
the debt. 

Colonel Dan Rountree is caring for the 
defendant, while the interests of the govy- 
ernmert are being looked after by Dis- 
trict Attorrey Angier and Aseistant At- 
torney Magsey. There will be more evi- 
dence tcday after the defendant leaves 
the stand, and then the argument will 
follow.
